To. the inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Appleton Acad- 
emy Auditorium in said New Ipswich on Tuesday, the 
10th day of March, next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
to act upon the following subjects. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
Budget, to raise as estimated therein the necessary 
funds to transact the Town's business for the ensuing 
year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any Real Estate 
acquired by the Town through Tax Collectors Deeds. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Bud- 
get of the Electric Light Department. 


7. To hear Reports of all Committees and take 
action relating thereon. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, 
for use as a Public Highway, that section of Routes 
123 and 124 between Station 243 and Station 247, as 
shown on Plan of N. H. Project No. S-3459, which has 
been relocated by the completion of that project. This 
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section has been locally known as Fryes, or Cowdreys 
Hill. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to reduce the size and thereby the cost of 
the Town Report by eliminating at their discretion, 
(1) The detailed Payroll Report of any Department Head 
and, (2) the Reports of any Committees which can be 
read at Town Meeting. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,200.00 for a Resident Physician. 


1l. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300.00 to make repairs to the 
Town Hall. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Planning Board to take over the work of the Town 
Hall Committee, or to continue the Town Hall Com- 
mittee for another year. 


13. To see what action the Town will take rela- 
tive to providing for a Town Dump. 


PROPOSALS AS FOLLOWS 
(1) To raise and appropriate $1,250.00 to purchase 
the plot of land known as the Rogers Pit plus 
$360.00 for maintenance of the dump site for 
the ensuing year. 
If the Town approves this proposal, then 
proposals 2 and 3 are void. 
(2) To raise and appropriate $250.00 to lease for 
a period of one year a portion of the Rogers 
Pit plus $360.00 for maintenance for the en- 
suing year. 
If the Town approves this proposal, then 
proposals 1 and 3 are void. 
(3) To raise and appropriate $300.00 for clearing 
and establishment of a fire guard plus $500.00 
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for rental and maintenance of the Page Hill 
dump site. 

If the Town approves this proposal, then 
proposals 1 and 2 are void. 


(4) To raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$850.06 to be used by the Selectmen for hir- 
ing an attendant to supervise dumping at shed- 
uled hours on specific days. This attendant to 
have Salvage privileges. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $827.28 for T.R.A. By doing so the 
Town will be entitled to a contribution from the State 
of $5,515.18. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $5,000.00 to rebuild, cap and/or oil a section 
or sections of Highway within the Town. Selection of 
location or locations to be made by a committee of 
five persons, consisting of the Selectmen, Road Agent 
and some impartial citizen chosen by the other four. 
This sum to be the only appropriation for such work 
this year, or take any action thereon. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to accept no pri- 
vately owned roads unless said roads meet T.R.A. stan- 
dards, exclusive of capping. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to accept and 
maintain a section of road beginning at the end of 
Laurel Street and proceeding along the northeasterly 
boundary of the Recreation Field, past the Legion Hall, 
and terminating at the property of Marvin Salmonson. 
This action contingent on Mr. Salmonson’s changing the 
location of his entry to his property from the present 
point on the Recreation Field to a location correspond- 
ing to the end of said road, or take any action thereon. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to (1) authorize 
the Selectmen and the Electric Light Department to 
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hire one bookkeeper to provide the bookkeeping ser- 
vices for the various Town Departments and (2) raise 
and appropriate the sum of $500.00 toward the salary 
of said bookkeeper, in addition to the funds budgeted, 
and (3) raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to 
provide a suitable heated office. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire a part time bookkeeper and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $300.00 to pay for same. 
If Article 18 is accepted this Article is void. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
practice of electing our Chief of Police by ballot and 
vote that said Officer shall be appointed at the will of 
the Selectmen. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to establish an 
item entitled “Machinery Debt Retirement” in the 
budget of 1960 and each year thereafter under the 
classification of “Payment of Principal of Debt” as a 
Permanent fund to be used to pay off debts incurred 
in the purchase of road building and/or fire fighting 
equipment. Any purchase of such equipment to still 
be authorized, however, by a vote of the Town on an 
Article in the Warrant. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate funds to purchase a four wheel drive Tractor 
Shovel, not to exceed $18,000.00 in purchase price; 
and to authorize the Selectmen to sell or trade in the 
ID-9 Tractor and the Crawler Tractor to help defray 
the initial cost of this purchase, or take any action 
thereon. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,861.00 to be used in the 
development, maintenance and supervision of the Re- 
creation Field, or take any action thereon. 
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24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100.00 to be expended in coop- 
eration with the New Hampshire Forestry and Recrea- 
tion Commission for opening and maintaining old trails 
and roads for forest fire protection. The New Hamp- 
shire Forestry and Recreation Commission to provide 
a matching sum not in excess of $25.00 for this purpose. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
priate the sum of $211.00 (1/100 of the valuation of 
the Town) to the Monadnock Region Association of 
Southwestern New Hampshire for issuance and dis- 
tribution of printed matter, newspapers and magazine 
advertising and by other means calling attention to 
the resources and natural advantages of the Town, in 
cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns in the 
Monadnock Region.

Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning — brush, 
paper, leaves, etc. Most of them are started without 
the required permit from the local forest fire warden.

According to law, responsible parties must pay the 
cost of putting them out. In addition, violators may be 
subject to court prosecution with fines running as high 
as ($200) two-hundred dollars. 

In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate 
burning at home? Use your town dump. It has been 
set up for your personal convenience. It provides a 
suitable place for the disposal of dangerous inflammable 
waste material and other useless items which accumu- 
late around the home and local stores; brush, etc. cut 
on your property. Eliminate the hazard of burning 
yourself. It will’ be easier for you — personally and 
financially, 


If, however, you do burn on your premises: 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire warden 
— the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don't 
leave it. 

3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before 
leaving it. 

Save yourself much possible difficulty. 
Use your town dump.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Selectmen of the Town of New Ipswich, acting on the 
vote of the 1958 Town Meeting on Article 8 of the Warrant 
appointed the undersigned to the Planning Board. 

The purpose of the Planning Board is to study plans, and 
to make recommendations for the long term development of the 
community in the best interest of its citizens. Believing that the 
best plans are derived of careful consideration, the Board has 
spent considerable time familiarizing itself with the several town 
functions and has consulted with the officials of the town’s de- 
partments. The Board has scheduled the third Monday of each 
month as its regular meeting night. The meetings are open 
meetings and citizens are urged to bring to the Board any sug- 
gestions they may wish to make toward the long range develop- 
ment of the community. Special meetings will be scheduled as 
required. 

As part of the program for community development, a map 
of the town has been prepared by the State Planning and De- 
velopment Commission. Copies of the map have been made 
available to the heads of the town departments and the select- 
men. A few additional copies are available through the select- 
men's office for a sum of fifty cents. Proceeds will be used to 
defray the cost of these maps. 

Following is a brief review of several items brought to the 
attention of the Planning Board and recommendations relating 
thereto. The Board is empowered to make recommendations 
only, the town may either accept or reject the Board’s recom- 
mendations. 


Item I: 

As directed by the vote on Article 15 at the 1958 Town 
Meeting, the Planning Board did inquire into the bookkeeping 
requirements of the several town functions including the School 
Board. 

It is the opinion of this Board that the town will benefit 
through the service of a qualified bookkeeper of the several 
town functions: Selectmen, Road Department, Light Depart- 
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ment, Fire Department, Police Department, Town Clerk, Tax 
Collector. 

Only the Light Department has in the past shown a budget- 
ed amount for bookkeeping services; however each of the other 
departments has bookkeeping functions to perform, and these 
have been taken care of by the selectmen and department 
heads. 

A qualified bookkeeper, in addition to keeping books, can 
relieve the selectmen and department heads of the paper work, 
associated with preparation of payrolls, payroll reports, tax re- 
ports, withholding tax, Social Security, etc. 

In effect since the same function is being performed by each 
of the departments and by different people of varying qualifi- 
cations, it is logical that one qualified person could perform 
these functions more efficiently. 

It is recommended that budgets of the various town depart- 
ments contain a figure or sum to provide necessary bookkeeping 
services. It is further recommended that the bookkeeping 
functions of these departments be vested in one qualified per- 
son and that the Selectmen and the Electric Light Department 
be empowered to hire this person. 

The Planning Board wishes to note the School Board has 
been actively considering the bookkeeping needs of the school 
system. It is the School Board’s belief, if a change is made, that 
their needs can be better served through the office of the School 
District Superintendent. This appears to be a logical arrange- 
ment. 


Item 2: 

The District Fire Chief, Mr. Winthrop Hannaford, has in- 
spected the Town Dump, and has said that it must be either 
abandoned or made to conform with state fire laws. 

To make the dump acceptable, the following change will 
have to be made: 

A cleared strip at least 100 feet wide around the dump, 
with an eight food strip, within this, which is scraped down to 
the mineral soil. 
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The problems incident to compliance with the regulations 
at the present dump site suggested that other sites be investi- 
gated. One other site has been offered the town, namely the 
Rogers pit on Temple Road. This is available at a purchase 
price of $1,250 or at a rental of $250 a year. 

In addition to the purchase price, or rental charge, the town 
would have to bear the expense of maintenance of the dump. 
The proposed site has advantages of an ample supply of gravel 
for cover and fill, and a minimum of clearing of undergrowth 
required, and a nearby stream for use in case of emergency. If 
the site were purchased, there would be gravel that would be 
available for town road use. 

The present site will require a minimum expenditure of $300 
for clearing the necessary fire guard. This is in addition to the 
regular expense of dump maintenance and rental. 

The Planning Board favors the purchase of the Rogers pit 
site. 

In either case the Board recommends a supervised dump. 
This means dumping at scheduled hours on specific days, and 
providing an attendant to direct the dumping of trash, brush 
and other refuse. The attendant’s duties would include sorting, 
and burning of combustible refuse under the supervision of the 
District Fire Chief. 


Item 3: 

The Planning Board has taken under consideration a pro- 
posal by a committee of citizens interested in the welfare of the 
community with respect to the Police Department. 

This group investigated the police organizations in several 
of the surrounding towns, and as a result has made the follow- 
ing proposals: 


1. That the town initiate a program leading to a full-time 
police officer, trained in the handling of police matters, and the 
prosecuting of police cases. 


2. That the Police Chief be appointed by the Board of Se- 


lectmen. 


3. That a training program be arranged for the benefit of 
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town police officers, taking advantage of instruction offered by 
various police associations, and the State Police. These courses 
are available at no charge, or a very nominal sum. 

On consideration of these proposals the Planning Board 
favored recommendations number 2 and 8. 

Proposal No. 1 is favored as a long term item, but we feel 
that the town is not ready for a full time chief at the present. 

It is further recommended that equipment that is regularly 
supplied to police officers, be furnished the principal officers of 
our department. This should include sirens, lights and radio 
equipment. 

The effectiveness of the police can be greatly increased by 
the wholehearted cooperation of the townspeople. 


Item 4: 

The Planning Board recommends the adoption of Article 15. 
A necessary amount of this fund to be used to straighten and 
level a section of the Greenville Road opposite the residence of 
M. J. Barry, formerly known as the Tenney Farm. 


Item 5: 

The Planning Board recommends that a highway construc- 
tion and maintenance map be maintained by the Highway De- 
partment to show progress in town road building and main- 
tenance. 


Item 6: 

The Planning Board recommends that town officials take 
immediate constructive action with the State Highway Depart- 
ment to institute a traffic control system on the turnpike from 
both directions through the center of town. A flashing light or 
some equivalent signal to be established at or near the Central 
School area. 


Item 7: 

The Planning Board recommends that no privately owned 
roads be accepted by the town unless said roads meet T.R.A. 
standards, excluding capping requirements.

Item 8: 

The Planning Board in conjunction with members of the 
Playground Committee recommends that the town accept and 
maintain a section of road along the northeast boundary of the 
playground from the end of Laurel Street to the Salmonsen land. 
This change to be made with available funds. 


Item 9: . 
The Planning Board recommends that the present entrance 
to the playground be closed. Closing to be done by the Play- 


ground Committee at their discretion. 


Item 10: 

It is recommended that the work of the Town Hall Com- 
mittee be taken over by the Planning Board. This committee 
has served a useful purpose, in starting the rehabilitation of the 
old town hall. Since future plans for the town will emanate 
from the Planning Board, it seems logical that the Planning 
Board should coordinate the work of restoration with other 
plans for the town.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and Citizens of New Ipswich: 


I respectfully submit my second annual report as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff and Instruction 

The Central School opened this fall with two chang- 
es in the staff. Mrs. John Shea, a graduate of Keene 
Teachers College, a former teacher in Brookline, N. H., 
filled the teaching position formerly held by Miss Bar- 
bara Evans who left to teach in Miami, Florida. One 
additional teacher was added to the staff — Miss Persis 
Battis of Woodsville, who had three years of teaching 
experience at Epsom, New Hampshire, filled the posi- 
tion that was newly created by action of the School 
District at the last meeting. Mrs. Shea is teaching 
youngsters of grades one and two and Miss Battis is 
teaching grade one. The other teachers of the staff, 
fortunately are continuing for another year. Mrs. Wal- 
ter B. Somero is teaching grade two, Mrs. Ralph Kan- 
gas grade three, Mrs. Clyde Eaton grade four, Mrs. 
William Thompson, Principal of the building and teach- 
ing grade 5, and Mrs. Stanley P. Maynard teaching 
grade six. Another change in the teaching staff was 
made when Mr. Elliott Barron — teacher at Appleton 
Academy left to teach in the overseas services of the 
Armed Forces. He was replaced by Mr. Richard Lam- 
erand of Nashua, New Hampshire, a former teacher 
at Walpole High School and a graduate of the Universi- 
ty of New Hampshire. Miss Elsie Wheeler continues 
as teacher of music and Supervisor; Mrs. Vernon Kor- 
pias Physical Education Instructor, Miss Sybil Beatham 
continues as School Nurse and Dr. Claire Cayward 
as the school physician. New Ipswich can feel very 
fortunate in keeping the bulk of their elementary teach- 
ing staff intact for another year. The basic fundamental 
core of the staff has over the years remained intact and 
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provided the children of New Ipswich with a sound 
and fundamental education that has been a credit to 
them and their school. The people of New Ipswich 
can take pride in being responsible to a considerable 
extent for the continuation of the bulk of the staff. 
A satisfactory salary schedule, a reasonable pupil load 
per teacher, a sound administrative environment, a 
healthy community attitude towards teaching, and a 
respect for the task being performed by the staff, have 
made this desirable continuity possible. The additional 
teacher which was voted at the last School District 
meeting has made possible much individual attention 
and vigorous instruction at the first and second grade 
levels. It is felt that the addition of this teacher will 
bring about an even greater improvement in the level 
of instruction being provided for all children of the 
community. Under the present arrangement the chil- 
dren who are most academically inclined in the first 
and second grades are grouped together and presented 
with a program which is continually challenging and 
stretching them. The youngsters in the other second 
and first grade rooms, because of the low pupil load 
per teacher, are given opportunity for individual in- 
struction to develop their abilities to the utmost. Under 
this plan all children within the school will eventually 
benefit. In the coming school year it is expected to 
continue the class arrangement which has been initiated 
this year. 

Townspeople are referred to the report of the previ- 
ous year for an itemization of the program of Physical 
Education which has been in effect in the school for the 
last six years. This program is one which helps to dev- 
elop within the child a sound body to go along with 
the sound mind which is being stimulated in the class- 
room. In view of the recent uncovering of a lack of 
physical co-ordination and muscular strength found in 
children throughout our Country, it seems that this 
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program is even more important than has been the 
case in the past. The development of physical fitness 
and coordinating skills were felt to be so important 
that the President of the United States has taken it 
upon himself to cite the need for further emphasis in 
this area by schools. New Ipswich is indeed fortunate 
to have the services of a fully qualified Physical Ed- 
ucation Director for the conduct of this program at the 
elementary school level. If other towns in this Union 
had such a person as Mrs. Korpi available for instruc- 
tion on a part-time basis, more such programs would 
be in effect within the Union. 

Article 10 within the Warrant asks the District 
whether or not it is desirable to continue this program. 
It seems that this is a rather late date to make such 
a request of the School District, because of the fact 
that the program has been in effect for several years, 
but the School Board feels that specific action by the 
District is necessary to settle this minor point in the 
curriculum. 

The Music program continues to make excellent 
progress under the direction of Miss Elsie Wheeler. 
An excellent Christmas program was presented for the 
benefit of interested parents and townspeople in the 
school, and portions of it were presented to the em- 
ployees of the Greenville Mills during the Christmas 
season. This program, although primarily a musical 
one, involved the use of skills developed in the Physical 
Education Program. Article 9 in the Warrant gives the 
District an opportunity to vote on the continuation of 
this very important phase of the school program. A 
music program has been a part of the school for at 
least the last twenty-five years. A music supervisor 
is a part of every school in the Union and a part of the 
program of practically every school district in the state. 
The curtailment of such a program would certainly be 
a serious step in the wrong direction, at least in the 
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eyes of those who are interested in the kind of educa- 
tion being offered children of the community. 

It is felt that this is the time to mention an area of 
instruction which has become a part of two districts 
within this Union and which is being carefully con- 
sidered by many school districts as a possible area of 
expansion in offerings, during the coming year. Ref- 
erence is made to the medium of Educational Television. 
Presentations at this time are made four days a week, 
each day a different subject directed at a different grade 
level. The educational television presentation is in 
many respects similar to an educational film; properly 
prepared for and thoughtfully followed up, an excellent 
teaching unit can be developed with the presentation 
as the core. The primary difference between the edu- 
cational television presentation and the film presenta- 
tion is that the television presentation must be accepted 
at the exact time that it is presented. Other than that, 
the differences are comparatively minor. This compara- 
tively new educational medium makes it possible for 
children of a comparatively small school to observe 
scientific demonstration and experiments that would be 
otherwise completely beyond the realm of possibility. 
The program also makes it possible for the pupils to 
come under the influence of excellent teachers utilizing 
special teaching aids, and taking part in classroom 
situations that have been very carefully planned. In 
other words, this medium can greatly strengthen the 
offering being presented by the regular teaching staff. 
There is no doubt that in the next few years this medi- 
um will be utilized within the schools in the same man- 
ner as educational films are presently being used by 
the schools and every school will have at least one 
television set and many have more. 

It is felt that comments on another type of instruc- 
tion taking place in a nearby community would be of 
interest to citizens of New Ipswich, knowing of their 
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sincere interest in the education of children. A nearby 
town has started during this semester to offer a pro- 
gram of Conversational French to children in the fifth 
and sixth grades. This program is offered with the pri- 
mary objective of teaching children to speak and under- 
stand French. It is hoped that if this program is con- 
tinued for three, four or more years in the elementary 
grades that instruction at the High School level can 
really develop a complete facility in this language. This 
kind of program is something that has been sadly lack- 
ing in our country and markedly limiting progress that 
can be made diplomatically with other nations. A skill 
in speaking and understanding language also includes 
a careful study of the cultural backgrounds of the peo- 
ple, which makes for better understanding of world 
peoples, something that citizens in the future are going 
to have to be more thoroughly familiar with than at 
the present. It is suggested that progress being made 
in this type of instruction be noted by citizens of New 
Ipswich with the possible consideration of such a pro- 
gram for the children of New Ipswich at some time 
in the near future. 

The School Lunch staff of Mrs. Marion Davis and 
Mrs. William Somero, are continuing to provide chil- 
dren of the Central School with excellent hot meals 
at noon. School Lunch and teaching staff are making 
this lunch program a real learning situation since, clean- 
liness and proper table etiquette are strongly empha- 
sized as a part of this program. 


Building and Grounds 

The building and grounds are generally in good con- 
dition, but two situations limit the complete endorse- 
ment of the present status. The first is the condition of 
the heating facilities within the building. The children 
of the two new rooms have, this past winter especially, 
suffered on several occasions from extremely cold tem- 
peratures. This is a situation which has existed for sev- 
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eral years and which was noted in last year’s report. The 
severity of several cold spells combined with wind this 
winter have brought this situation to a head and made 
everyone realize that definite action is necessary in 
this matter. At this time steps are being taken to make 
adjustments within the present hot air system to pro- 
vide more warm air, especially for the first grade room 
located in the southwest corner of the building. At 
this time minor adjustments which had been made have 
not proved satisfactory, and another step is now being 
taken, that of introducing an additional duct of warm 
air into this room. If this modification does not rectify 
the deficiencies of the system other means will be 
sought, perhaps in the form of individual heating units 
to be utilized in the room under severe weather con- 
ditions or a changing of the overhead room inlets. 
The other situation which is not as satisfactory as 
it should be is the condition of the school playground. 
The playground area is decidedly limited and not suita- 
ble for many of the kinds of activities young boys and 
girls are particularly interested in. The basketball 
area leaves much to be desired. Sufficient area for 
playing softball or baseball is not available and space 
that is available is not flat enough to meet anything 
but minimum requirements. A long range program of 
leveling out the playground area and perhaps procuring 
additional land in the vicinity is necessary before this 
situation can be called a satisfactory one. This is a 
long range program and one that can only be acted 
upon piece by piece by the School Board. Such action 
is being provided for through funds incorporated in 
the budget as presented for the coming school year. 
Mr. William Somero, the School Custodian, has 
continued fortunately for another year and has time 
and time again proved his value as the custodian of 
the building. On many occasions considerable amounts 
of money have been saved by having Bill assume res- 


ponsibility for getting things done that in most school 
districts would require the expense of a skilled techni- 
cian. 

The second set of fluorescent lights has been in- 
stalled in Mrs. Eaton’s room carrying out a step by step 
project by the School Board to improve lighting within 
those rooms that seem to be most needful of it. 


Special Articles 

Articles 9 and 10 have already been referred to pre- 
viously within this report. Article 11 is the Article 
which has been included for the past several years to 
see if the district will enter into an exclusive contract 
with Appleton Academy for the education of the High 
School children of New Ipswich. It is important to note 
that the amount requested this year, provides $387 
for each New Ipswich child attending Appleton Aca- 
demy in Grades 9 through 12 of the Academy. The 
figure is $1.00 less than the average for high school 
tuition costs within the state. 

It is felt that citizens would be interested in know- 
ing of action being taken by the Trustees of Appleton 
Academy to improve the financial structure of its opera- 
tion. In the past the Academy has had to operate 
strictly on a per pupil basis. The total amount of the 
Academy budget was not fixed but subject to the whims 
of children continuing in school or families continuing 
to live in any of the towns being serviced by the Aca- 
demy. This made an almost impossible financial situa- 
tion, with which to operate. Therefore for this coming 
year, flat fees are being offered to communities in the 
area which would guarantee a fixed income for the 
Academy no matter what the shifts in families or stu- 
dents may be. If the majority of the towns accept this 
flat fee it may be that the school district of New Ipswich 
may support the education of High School children at 
an even lower cost than that which is stated within 
this Article. The Trustees have marveled at Mr. Maki’s 
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ability to operate under such trying financial circum- 
stances. 


Finances 

The School Board’s Budget calls for $101,253.43 to 
be raised for school purposes. This figure is $967.54 
less than the previous year’s total appropriation, how- 
ever due to the fact that the income anticipated by the 
district for the coming year is some $2500 less than 
1958-59, the amount necessary to meet the School 
Board’s Budget for taxing purposes is $97,353.43 or 
an increase of $1,672.36 over that of the previous 
school year. The primary increases are explained as 
noted below. In Item No. 2 an increase of $122.58 is 
brought about by two factors, an increase in the salary 
of the Superintendent, plus an increase in the pupil 
enrollment, making New Ipswich’s share of Union #63 
expenses greater. This increased share also plays a 
part in Item No. 5 where an increase of $108.93 has 
been brought about by this latter factor and also the 
fact that rental costs for the Union office have been 
increased. The increase in Item No. 4 of $156.19 has 
been brought about by budgeting greater funds for 
the keeping of the school books. At the present time, 
and over the past several years, the Noon Lunch books 
and the School District books have been kept by mem- 
bers of the School Board at a very nominal fee. The 
time involved in keeping these books detracts from 
the time that Board members could otherwise spend 
in more profitable school board functions. The Board 
has thus increased the amount of money for this pur- 
pose by $150 in the hopes that perhaps someone else 
outside the Board can keep these books, perhaps even 
someone in the Union Office in Wilton. Item No. 6— 
Teachers’ Salaries has increased over the amount budg- 
eted last year by $660. However, it was not possible to 
stay within the budgeted amount for Teachers’ Salaries 
during the school year 1958-59 so that the real increase 
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in the amount budgeted for 1959-60 over the amount 
actually being spent in 1958-59 is less than $300. The 
increases provided are necessary to meet the average 
of salaries which are being offered in school districts 
in the southern New Hampshire area. When one con- 
siders the excellent job of instruction that is being 
provided for children of New Ipswich it should be quite 
clear that this money is being very well spent. In the 
final analysis no one must lose sight of the fact that 
the teacher is the most important factor in learning, 
taking precedence over equipment, supplies, housing 
or any other facilities. It is the teacher working with 
the individual child that ultimately determines to the 
greatest extent the kind of education that is going to 
be provided. It is very difficult to honestly place a dol- 
lar and cents value on good, sound instruction. The 
School Board keeping these latter factors in view feels 
that the increases, which are evident within the 1959-60 
budget, are completely justifiable. An increase in Item 
_ No. 8, Scholars’ Supplies of $222 is partially balanced 
out by a decrease in Books and Other Instructional 
Aids — Item No. 7. Actually the overall increase in 
these two items is not large and is justified on the basis 
of additional enrollments within the school. The ad- 
justment within these two items of the budget, one 
increasing and the other decreasing, has been made 
to bring into line the budgeted figures with the actual 
expenditures which are being made in these areas. In 
Item No. 11, an increase of $200 is provided to addi- 
tionally compensate the school custodian for the many 
services he provides. As has been noted previously, 
many seeming expenses to the school district do not 
materialize because of the fact that the school custo- 
dian performs many specialized repairing jobs. An 
increase in Item No. 17 — Tuitions of $309 is brought 
about primarily by the additional numbers of young- 
sters attending Appleton Academy at the Junior High 
and High School levels. 
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There are several areas of major decreases within 
the budget which to a great extent reduce the total 
appropriation ncessary for the operation of the schools. 
In Item No. 10 a decrease of $325 has been made possi- 
ble due to the discontinuance of the instrumental music 
program which was budgeted for this year but which 
is not continuing due to lack of sufficient interest by 
pupils of the school. In Item No. 12 a reduction is made 
in Fuel due to the obtaining of competitive bids for 
the oil purchased for the school. In Item No. 16, Trans- 
portation — a reduction of $208 has been brought about 
by budgeting the amounts which have been contracted 
for during the coming school year. In Items No. 21 - 23 
— Capital Outlay, decreases of $1150, $140 and $290 
are realized because of the expenditures made during 
the present year which are not being anticipated for 
the coming school year. 

In the area of income of the district the balance 
which was on hand at the beginning of the present 
school year is not being anticipated at the beginning 
of the school year 1959-60 bringing about a reduction 
in the overall income of the district of some $2500. 
This reduction means that the assessment for the sup- 
port ot schools is some $1600 more than was assessed 
the previous year. 


Conclusion 

I wish to express my appreciation to the New Ip- 
swich School Board, the parents and citizens of New 
Ipswich for their support, understanding and helpful- 
ness during this past school year. Their help and co- 
operation, together with the staff's, has made this past 
years experience a pleasurable one, and has helped 
to insure a sound education for each and every child 
of the Town of New Ipswich.
